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Introduction 



From all sides we have been warned that the instructional enter- 



prise is failing to meet its obligations to society. While few within the 



enterprise would question the face validity of this statement, the enter 



prise itself seems to be unsure as to the sources of this ineffectiveness 



and of the prerequisite nature of the corrective measures to be taken. 



In general, the enterprise appears to have been concerned with 



research activity in three related research areas; i. e. , in: (1) 



philosophical, psychological, and disciplinary issues related to the content 



of instruction; (2) management and administrative issues related to the 



development, innovation, and evaluation of instruction; and (3) instructional 



design issues related to the structuring of the content of instruction for 



given sets of goals, learners, and environmental contingencies." 
Historically, it seems, the literature of the field has focused primarily on 



the first two of these domains. It is only during the last decade that any

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serious attention has been given to the problems of instructional design 
per se. It is this third, relatively untouched, and 

primitive ar"ea of investigation which I view as being of prerequisite 
importance to improving the output of the instructional enterprise. 

The problem of deriving a more powerful theoretical basis for 
instructional design is a difficult one. As a number of authors have pointed 
out (see especially Elliott and Foshay 1963) instructional decision making 
has always been suspect, first because it was not based on theory, and 
secondly because it was. The early efforts at social science theory 
building in instruction have been notably unsuccessful. Those who advo- 
cate theoretically based instructional design have been hard pressed to 
generate the required theoretical formulations. Such formulations have 
drawn criticism on the basis that: (1) They are not scientific at all, but 
normative, and prescriptive— based upon common wisdom rather than 
upon empirical science. (2) They are inappropriate to the control 
of '‘value-directed" human behavior. And (3), most important, they have 
failed to produce the sort of pragmatic pay-off associated with technologies, 

such as medicine and engineering. 

Against this general background this paper focuses on three issues 

which I believe to be of theoretical importance for improving the pragmatic 
pay-off of instructional theorizing. First, it is argued that the lack of 
efficacy in current instructional output is due, not to any decision to employ 
theoretical as opposed to empirical based research, but to the nature of 
the theoretical formulations which have been given prerequisite attention. 
Secondly, a rationale is presented for what I believe to be a much more 
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powerful theoretical position than many of those traditionally employed by 
the instructional enterprise. Based upon this rationale, a paradigm is then 
outlined which, it is suggested, provides the basis for a comprehensive 
category system for instructional design data and related strategies. In 
conclusion, several points are made concerning the important implications 
of such a rationale and paradigm for the development of a technologically 
useful network of curricular and instructional theory. 

The Prerequisite Nature of Instructional Theorizing 

A review of current literature in curriculum and instruction leaves 
the reader with little doubt of its ultimate goal, i. e. , the development 
of a "scientific theory of instruction. " The literature abounds with 
speculations as to the nature of such a theory, and of its relationship to 
theories of teaching, learning, and/or curriculum (Johnson 1967; Maccia, 
Maccia, and Jewitt 196 3; Macdonald and Leeper 1965; Macdonald 1967; 
Siegel 1967; and Travers 1966, 1967. ) The development of scientific 
theories, such as those described by Beauchamp (1968) and Gordon (1968), 
for use in explaining and/or under standing of curricular and instructional 
phenomena appears to be a crucial step in improving the rigor of the 
instructional process. Yet the question must be asked as to whether 
such theories are of a prerequisite nature, either in terms of the 
obligations of the instructional enterprise to society, or in terms of 
the theoretical process by which such theories of instruction are likely 
to evolve. 

It seems evident that the primary goal and obligation of the 
instructional enterprise is the controlling and effecting of specific 
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changes in instructional environments. To this extent, it would appear j 

that the prerequisite functions to be performed by the enterprise ought ; 

to be directed towards developing powerful design specifications and related 
techniques, and not to the ultimate under standing of the phenomena with which \ 
it works. Clearly then, it is a technological theory of instruction and not

a scientific one which is the prerequisite responsibility of the enterprise, 

: 

This position does not deny the crucial importance of sophisticated 
scientific understandings to technological innovations. It emphasizes,

instead, that: (l)Technological theorizing is methodologically different 
to scientific theorizing. (2) Scientific understandings are a part of 
relatively sophisticated fields of study, of which the "science of 



instruction" is surely not one. (3) Relative technological sophistication 



in a given field is not dependent upon equivalent levels of scientific 



sophistication in its related subject matter areas. (4) Substantively 



related sciences and technologies develop in a parallel rather than in a 
sequential manner, the two being mutually supporting and interacting in 
their conceptual contributions to each other. ^ And (5) while the sciences 



^ The inherently technological nature of instruction has been argued 
in more philosophical terms by Hirst (1963) who points out that instruction 
is primarily concerned with "intentional activities" and "practical judgements" 
based upon a complex network of understandings which cannot be reduced to 
any simple scientific deductive system. Jackson (1968, pp. 173- 174) makes a 
similar point in his emphasis on instructional questions relating to the "how" 
rather than to the "why" of human behavior.

This distinction between sciences and technologies concerns their 
different content, goals, related modes of functioning, and evaluative criteria. 

A number of writers have called attention to these distinctions and/or have 
noted their implications for instruction (see especially: Finan 1963; Melton 
1959, I960; Miller 1963, 1965; Polanyi 1958; Wigglesworth 1955; Wolman 1965.) 
The fact that technology is by general definition also a science need not confound 
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provide a climate for thought as well as many of the valuable conceptual 
tools employed by the technologist, the technologist's methodology is 
not that of the scientist. The technologist is not limited to the inductive 
and deductive processes of theoretical science, but bases his methodology 
instead upon "soundly cultivated judgements" (Wigglesworth 1955). As 
Wigglesworth (1955, p. 41) has pointed out; "To advise him to think 
scientifically would risk paralysing his judgement rather than activating 
it. " In short, technology is intrinsically a "black box" probabilistic 
activity, dependent only upon knowledge of inputs and required output 
topographies. While the technologist welcomes scientific information 
concerning intervening phenomena and processes, his methodology is 
by no means dependent upon such data. 

Clearly, the position taken here on the prerequisite technological 
nature of instruction implies a good deal more than the use of "technology 
in instruction". During the lasit half century many criticisms have been 
directed against the use of technological concepts by the instructional 
enterprise. While many of these appear to be well founded, they often 
fail to make clear the important distinctions between the use of technology as 
a basis for: (1) aims statement for instruction, or (2) criteria for 
instruction, or (3) possible decision strategies for instruction, or (4) 
instruments in an instructional system; and the notion of technology as a 
principle of methodological decision. In the first instance, the focus is 

the point being made here, i. e. , technology is "the science of the application 
of knowledge to practical purposes" (Webster's New Third International 
Dictionary. ) 
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on an "instruction for life syndrome"; in the second, on an "efficiency 
and effectiveness syndrome"; in the third on a "feedback", as opposed 
to an aesthetic or intuitive syndrome; and in the fourth instance, on the 
use of "engineering technology" or a hardware syndrome in instruction. 

Again, sound bases seem to exist for the criticism of these sorts 
of syndromes, as they have been described by Callahan (1962), Jackson 
(1968, pp. 159- 171), Macdonald (1967), McLuchan (1963), and many 
others. However, such criticisms appear to be based on a recognition of 
only the more obvious procedural attributes of technology, rather than 
upon its more basic modes of functioning. It seems unlikely that those who 
have been so outspoken concerning the use of technology in such contexts 
would suggest that instruction is indeed not praxiological in its goals 
and thus should not give attention to the investigation of basic technological 
modes of functioning. 

There is, of course, certainly nothing new about the notion that 
the field of instruction is praxiological in its outlook, being concerned with 
identifying what "ought to be done" describing the necessary strategies for 
"doing it", and with "evaluating the results". In spite of this, however, the 
literature of the field continues to be primarily concerned with the scientific 
studies of the psychologist or sociologist. When technological issues are 
dealt with in the literature, they are generally on a technologically 
unsophisticated, anecdotal, and prescriptive basis. Given the technological 
nature of instructional goals, it seemfe evident that more attention ought 
to be given to developing more sophisticated technological descriptions of 
the instructional process. 

In order to demonstrate the crucial difference in the theoretical

focus provided by these two decision systems in the field of instruction, 
let us stop and review briefly the essential differences in their content, 
goals, functions, and evaluative criteria; (1) W* • 3 science focuses on 
investigating the behavior of components in abstract and surogate environ- 
ments, in order to reduce variability and confoundedness, technology 
investigates the behavior of components in real world septic environments 
in order to maximize this variability and counfoundedness. (2) While the 
goals of science are the control and/or the explanation and understanding 
of phenomena, those of technology are focused on optimizing the control 
of environments. As Fogel (1963, p. 4) points out, the scientist ddoes to 
know" while the technologist "knows to do. " (3) While the scientist 

processes. data in a manner calculated to lead him from a set of 
causal conditions to a related set of effects, the technologist 
reverses this order and works backwards. Starting with a desired effect, 
the technologist attempts to identify the required set of independent causal 
conditions. While the scientific processes by which this former activity is 
carried on la referred to as "discovery", the latter is generally referred 
to as "invention". In the first instance the processes of induction, 
deduction, and hypothetico-deduction are commonly employed. In the latter 

instance such logic and rationality give way to stochastic decision structures 
for relating means and ends. Such structures are developed by analogical 

and metaphorical extension and by criterion trade-offs based on intuition, and 

common wisdom, as well as on empirical science. (4) While scientific 

theorizing depends for its power primarily upon empirical sensory 

data inputs, technological theorizing depends primarily upon the "hunches" 

of the technologist. (5) While the outputs of the scientist are 
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inductive and deductive explanatory statements, those of the technologist 
are forecasts which attempt "to indicate in advance the extent to which a 
state of affairs can be anticipated by means of some set of independently 
selected variables" (Finan 1963, p. 530). (6) Finally, while scientific 

theories are evaluated in terms of their relative power for relating facts 
within a theoretical network, technological theories are evaluated in 

k 

terms of the probability of their forecasts. In the first instance 
the criteria are those of reliability and validity in "explanation" and 
"prediction. " In the second instance the criteria are those of reliability 
and fidelity in "interpretation" and "forecasting". 

What then might be the result if the instructional enterprise were to 
give prerequisite attention to the development of a more sophisticated 
technological methodology rather than to scientific theorizing? I would 
like to suggest that the following innovations might logically be expected: 

(1) a renewed emphasis on the study of task, learner, and instrumental

variables associated with the acquisition of meaningful human capabilities 
rather than on the learning of capabilities by surogate infrahuman species; 

(2) a primary emphasis on the study of the "how" of instruction rather 
than on the "why" of human behavior; (3) a primary emphasis on the 
invention of powerful instructional strategies rather than on the discovery

of logical inductive or deductive systems of explanation; (4) a primary 
emphasis on the compilation of handbooks and design specifications 
containing artful, heuristic, and highly empirical, as well as scientific 
design data rather than upon the development and validating of scientific 
theories of instruction, and ( 5) a primary emphasis on the design of 
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strategies for testing the forecasting and interpretive power of specific 
instructional techniques rather than for testing the reliability and the 
validity of principles and theories of instruction. 

It seems certain that the Romans built fine bridges and roads, not 
because of their scientific sophistication in explanation and prediction, 
but because of their technological sophistication in interpretation and 
forecasting. Their inductive and deductive explanatory theories were 
primitive indeed, judged by our present level of scientific knowhow. Yet, 
on the other hand, their technological output, in bridge and vo&d building, 
was equivalent in many ways to our own. The difference, I suggest, 
is due to the prerequisite attention w^ich/the Roman a gave s to 
technological theorizing. 

It would be naive, of course, to suggest that man can ever 
descriptively control^ - human behavior in the same manner as he can now 
control the behavior of many inanimate systems. The situations, however, 
appear, to vary in degree rather than in kind. Both activities are intrinsically 
technological in nature, requiring . the application of similar methodologies. 



*The concept of control of human behavior, like that of "technology 
in instruction" has been the source of a good deal of philosophical, moral, and 
ethical debate. While much of this discussion seems to be entirely 
necessary and useful it is again not directly related to the point being 
made here. Technological control is descriptive and symbolic in nature. 

In the case of instruction, it involves the preparation of specifications for 
inducing rule governing behavior, i. e. , rational .behavior from irrational 
behavior, self-control from external instructional control. The problem of 
identifying specific instances in which such control specifications are to be 
employed is a different but equally important problem. 
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They differ mainly in their levels of technological sophistication, i. e. , 
in the ratio of hard scientific data to their heuristic and artful design 
inputs. 



From this brief discussion of the nature of technology and its relation 

to instruction, I suggest first, that instruction is indeed a technology, in 

its goals and therefore in its related modes of functioning. Secondly, 

that the efficacy of technology, as a principle of methodological decision, 

has been clearly demonstrated, historically in the design of machine systems,

and more recently in the design of man -machine systems. The 

potential power of such a methodology for the field of instruction therefore 
seems evident. Finally, and most important, I should like to suggest 
that the prerequisite task in instructional theory building ought to be the 
development of conceptual structures for identifying and ordering the 
criteria, parameters, and techniques required for the design of instructional

systems. 

On the basis of this argument, the next research question which 
might be asked is: "What is the range and nature of the criteria, 
parameters, and techniques required for the design of powerful instructional 
systems?" It is to this question which I should now like to turn. 

The Range and Nature of Technological Decision Making 

Technological design methodology currently takes account of a 
much broader range of real world phenomena than has traditionally been the 
case. In all technological fields the increased complexity and the costs of systen

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development and operation have forced designers to employ increasingly 
sophisticated design strategies in order to improve the ultimate forecasting 
power of their specifications. No longer is the designer's task limited 
to that of identifying criteria, parameters, and techniques for component 
selection and performance alone. He must now accept the responsibility 
for the descriptive Control .of broad range of production management, and 
administrative decisidnsnot at all evidentin leas sophisticated technological eras. 

Current technological design practice appears to recognize a 

number of discrete domains of design decision making, each with its 

own related sets of specifications. While each set of specifications 

provides descriptive control of a discrete category of design parameters, 

criteria, and related variables, no set of specification is in itself 

complete without inputs and feedback from the other related sets. Collectively, 

these specifications appear to constitute a symbolic system of interacting 

and mutually supporting specifications for the descriptive control of a

specific empirical system. 

More specifically, four categories of design specifications may be 
identified as being representative of those which are intended to cover 
this new range of design Responsibility, i. e. , a n predesign’'specification, 



The terms ’’empirical" and "symbolic" are employed here 

in the manner in which they are used by Easton (1965, p. 26). The author 
uses the term empirical system to refer to a complex of mutually supporting 
and interacting "objects of observation", as parts of "phenomenal reality". 
The term symbolic system, on the other hand, describes a parallel complex 
of symbols intended for the descriptive control, explanation, and/or 
understanding of such an empirical system. 
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a'design"specification, an "operational "specification, and an ''operations" 
specification. 

The function of the predesign specification appears to be to 
identify and order the various goals and related inputs, outputs, mediating 
processes, and environmental contingencies related to the performance 
of the completed empirical system. The predesign specification provides, 
in effect, a functional description of a completed system. Based upon this 
system description and subsequent systems analyses, the design 
specification then identifies the components and the performance criteria 

and parameters required for the operation of such a system. The 
design specification constitutes, in effect, a set of product and 
performance specifications for the completed system. Premised on this set of 
specification! an operational statement is then prepared. Its function is the 
descriptive management (i. e. , monitoring, regulating, and controlling) of the 
components selected in the design specification,^ in order-thatt-tlieso performance 
objectives may be met. The operational specification then constitutes, 
in its effect, a production management specification. It extends the static design 
specification into a dynamic, spatially, and temporally structured work 
setting. Finally, an operations specification is prepared as a basis for 
making quantitative administrative type decisions about the performance

of the final product or process within a given environmental context. 

The operations specification is, in effect, a grand strategy for helping 
executive decision makers to control the operations of the systems and 
components for which they, are responsible. 

In short, the predesign specification appears to provide descriptive 
control of system functioning, the design specification provides descriptive 
control of system performance, the operational specification provides 
descriptive control of ^system production management and the operations 
specification provides descriptive control of system administration 
in a specific contexts. Figure 1 illustrates schematically such a symbolic 
system for the descriptive control of a wide range of empirical systems. 
Figure 1 constitutes a highly generalized paradigm for the design of 
technological processes or products.

Note: ^These may include a wide range of intuitively and scientifically based structures 
upon which the technologist makes design decisions— paradigms, models, rationales, 
and theories. See Gordon (1968) for a discussion of the necessary criteria for 
scientific theories of instruction. 
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Generalized conceptual structures such as the one outlined in 
Figure 1 appear to provide the technological designer with a good deal of 
assistance in helping him to conceptualize the total design context in which 
he operates. At the same time, however, the designer must continually 
remind himself of the limitations of such simplistic conceptual structures. 
While such paradigms carry with them great heuristic potential, they are 
at the best tentative statements about presumed relationships and therefore 
must not be thought of as descriptions of reality. Thus, Figure 1 is not 
intended to suggest that technological decision making can ever be reduced 

to a completely rational and reasonable process. 

A second caution should also be recognized with respect to the 
application of such deceptively simplistic design paradigms. The simple 
schematic nature of Figure 1 should not be taken to suggest that each 
four related subspecifications are in themselves simple statements of fact 
requiring the application of only relatively simple static, linear, and 
unidimensional analytical processes for their identification. Rather, the 
technological design process suggested here is one which is dynamic, 
stochastic, and multidimensional. It consists of many interrelated . 
and mutually supporting design decisions on almost an infinite number of 
analytical levels. Indeed, the number and sophistication of the analytical 
techniques employed by the designer appear to be limited only by his own 

inventiveness and by their potential for pragmatic pay-off. 

Let us now examine such a technological design paradigm for 
its potential meaning and significance in the field of instruction. 
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A Technological Paradigm for the Design of Instruction 

While the literature is by no means clear on the matter, there does 
appear to be some agreement on the fact that, whatever else it may be, 
formal instruction is at least an empirical system involving a complex of 
real world objects such as learners, and curricula, and even teachers and 
machines. It also seems evident that whatever else curricula may be, 
they are at least symbolic systems or specifications intended to provide 
some form of descriptive control for instruction. As Macdonald and 
Leeper (1965, p. 5) have implied curricula and instruction are two 
different action systems— • while curricula are plans for action, instruction 
is concerned with putting such plans into action. 

The use of a technological design paradigm as a perceptual screen 
for identifying and ordering curricular and instructional phenomena appears 
to have much to recommend it. Not only does it circumscribe the total range 
of phenomena to be brought under the control by the designer of instructional 
systems, but it also identifies within this category a number of subcategories 
of design criteria and parameter which appear to be both meaningful and 
significant. 

In an instructional system context the function of the predesign 
specification 'is to identify ahd describe the purposes, goals and 
related functions of instruction within a given society. The task of the 
design specification is to be to identify the performance objectives 
for specific learners or groups of learners within that society, and to 
identify andstructure the required ■‘learning -tasks. Making use of these 
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performance objectives and learning tasks, the function of the 



operational specification is then to identify how these objectives can be 
met in terms of the management of types of system components (i. e. , 
learners, curricula, teachers, and/or machines). Finally, the function of 
the operations specification is to identify the range of parameters and 
criteria to be dealt with by teachers faced with executive decisions as to 
the selection and operation of various instructional system components. 

In short, the predesign specification provides descriptive control 
of the dependent events (i. e. , learner capabilities) to be invented by the 
instructional technologist. The design, operational, and operations 
specifications then provide descriptive control of the related independent 
e vents of instruction, i. e. , the required learning tasks, their production 
management and their administration respectively. 

Figure 2 summarizes these four sub specifications which a compre- 
hensive specification for instruction might be expected to include. Figure 2 
provides, in effect, a technological analysis of the domain of events which 
should be controlled by the designer of instructional systems. I suggest, 
that in addition, Figure 2 also provides a reasonable first approximation to 
a useful real or analytical definition* of curricula; and the Figure 1 similarly 
provides a schematic view of a curriculum as a comprehensive specification 
for instruction? 

It is important to note at this point that the control provided by such 
specifications is primarily " desciptive" rather than "prescriptive" innature. 
Teachers, like engineers and doctors, are called upontomake many executive 
type decisions which involve philosophical, moral, ethical

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and historical question s which are a matter of personal concern and 
responsibility for them. While the sorts of specifications being 
described here are o£ infinite value in making these decisions, they are 
by no means prescriptive In that function. Their focus is rather one of: 
"Given these goals and operating conditions, we have found that doing it 
this way provides a reasonable probability of success. " 

The engineering technologist, faced with a design specification 
which seems to run counter .to his general experience and to his 
first hand knowledge of certain operational situations, does not hesitate to 
make the appropriate alterations. This process is part of his professional 
obligation, and constitutes a crucial theoretical link in the feedback 
process outlined in Fic?ur*e 1. A similar notion of the role of the classroom 
teacher in the technical and executive decision making process might add 
a good deal to current discussions of the role of the teacher in curriculum 
design and development. 

Substantively it might seem that little new has been added by the use 
of such a technological paradigm. Certainly a long history of concern 
is evident for the sorts of content dealt with by the predesign specification. 
In more recent times Tyler (1950) and the "evaluation movement" have 
been instrumental in giving this domain new meaning and focus. Similarly, 
the content of the design specification has been the focus of much research 
by the evaluation movement (Bloom 1956, Mager 1962, Lindvall 1964), 
the programmed instruction movement (Glaser 1965b)i^ and the military 
training movement (Glaser 1965a, Gagne 19&3). The content of the 
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operational specification has long been the focus of attention of the media 
and communications expert, as has operations decision making long been 
the concern of writers in the field of curriculum development (Klohr 1967). 

However, on the other hand, the use of such a paradigm appears 
to carry with it a number of important structural and methodological 
plications. By identifying and ordering instructional design data into

a series of technologically meaningful, and mutually supporting and inters 
acting categories, the paradigm might well provide as powerful a basis 
for instructional system design, as it has for the design of other empirical 

systems. 

In s umma ry, the argument has been that technological design 
paradigms, such as the one outlined above, are powerful conceptual 
tools for identifying and ordering the vast range of design decisions 
which must be made by the instructional system designer. Such paradigms 
provide a basis for internally consistent, functionally related, and mutually 
supporting category systems for the ordering of instructional design data and 
decisions. They also provide a powerful basis for developing specific design 
strategies and techniques. They may even provide a reasonable approach 
to defining such useful constructs as curriculum and instruction. 

Some Implications for the Instructional Enterprise 

I should now like to draw attention to some important 
theoretical implications which I see in the adoption of such a technological 
systems approach to instruction. Specifically, attention is drawn to: (1) 
general paradigmatic implications related to the power of the 
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conceptual structure outlined here; ( 2 ) some taxonomic ‘.implications 
related to the use of the paradigm for generating category systems for the 
identifying and ordering of the "conditions of instruction"; (3) some 
defining implications concerning the potential of the paradigm for 
improved communication within the enterprise; (4) some monographic 
implications for the development of technological design handbooks 1 » and 
(5) finally, some professional and institutional implications related to 
organizational and administrative issues in the field of instruction, 

1, It has now become quite clear that the search for a comprehensive 
theory of instruction has not been a profitable one. While the enterprise 
desperately needs some kind of macro structure for identifying and 
for integrating instructional decision making, such a structure is not likely 
to be of the scientific inductive or deductive type. As Hirst (1963, p. 54) 
points out: "We need to think in terms of a much looser and much more 
open process of judgement to which philosophical beliefs, psychological 
and social theory, etc. contribute, in their appropriate ways. " 

The instructional technologist, like the engineering technologist, 
is finding that paradigms premised on naive assumptions concerning the 
linearity, static, and independent nature of real world systems are not 
inducive to powerful technological theorizing. However, what has proved 
immensely powerful in the field of engineering, are paradigms which 
recognize the stochastic, dynamic, and mutually supporting and interacting 
nature of real world events.' While such complex networks of under standing 
are difficult to express in a formal and rational manner , they appear 
to provide the only basis for predicting the relative success or failure of 



technological outcomes. 

Although the paradigm suggested here is highly abstract and 
generalized in terms of the number of hierarchical levels of decision 
making which it subsumes, it nonetheless does recognize the non- 
linearity, dynamic, and mutually supporting and interacting nature of 
instructional design decisions. Such paradigms have contributed 
immeasurably to forecasting the operational success of other types 
of processes and products. Their application in the field of instruction 
would therefore seem to have potential for the integration of the 
traditionally isolated realms of instructional decision making previously 
noted (above, p. 1), and for superseding many of the simplistic, 
fragmented, and internally inconsistent theoretical structures now 
being employed in the field. 

The current trend towards the use of instructional packages and 
idiosyncratic instruction provides an excellent example of the need for 
such a technologically powerful approach. It seems likely that the demand 
for increasingly sophisticated instructional packages will parallel closely 
the demand for idiosyncratic instruction. The forecasting power of 
such packages is the responsibility of, and a matter of great concern for the 
teacher, as are operations decisions related to their use and evaluation. 

2. Closely related to point one above is the potential of such a 
paradigm for generating a system of meaningful and significant 
categories for instructional design data, i. e. , for the conditions of 



instruction. 
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The literature abounds with category systems which attempt to 
order task, learner, and instrumental parameters and criteria along 
various dimensions. While many such systems may make useful 
distinctions for scientific classification purposes, most have been 
only marginally useful for making instructional design decisions. From 
a designer's point of view such classification systems either make 
highly theoretical rather than operational distinctions, or, if 
operational distinctions are made, they are generally on the basis of 
the most obvious topographical or procedural dimensions. It may well 
be, for example, that classifying tasks as cognitive and affective, or 
learners as ground dependent and independent, or media as audio and 
visual is an entirely useful scientific activity, Such classifications, 
however, have proved themselves to be of only limited use to the 
designers of instruction. In accordance with the position taken by 
Jackson (above, p. 4) the teacher's need is not primarily for theoretical 
or even operational categories of learning, teaching, tasks, or machines, 
but for operational categories of instruction. { 

Clearly then, the instructional designer's primary need is for a 
reasonably sophisticated operational category system— one which is based on 



*The distinction made here is the one made by Melton (1964, 
pp. 328-332) who refers to theoretical categories as being those which 
are inferred on the basis of some abstract property of the phenomenon. 
Operational categories, on the other hand, are those based on more or 
less primitive observations of communalities between phenomena, in the 
absence of detailed knowledge of their content or structure. 
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the functional nature of the instructional process. Such a category 
system recognizes inputs, outputs, mediating processes, and 
interactions. It is within such a category system that instructionally 
useful criteria and parameters may be identified and ordered. Such 
a system would not only provide a basis for relating concepts 
currently evident in the field (e. g. , learning experiences, performance 
objectives, terminal behaviors, proficiency measures), but would also 
provide a basis for further theoretical investigations. By forcing the 
designer to look for specific inputs, outputs, and mediating processes, 
on a number of hierarchical levels, such category systems aid 
immeasurably in circumventing simplistic, fragmented, and internally 
inconsistent decision making, and thus should improve the forecasting 
power of instructional specifications. 

3. It seems to me that one of the immediate results of the 
adoption of such a technological systems rationale would be the improved 
communication within the instructional enterprise itself. 

The fact that the field is currently characterized by a proliferation 
of unrelated and unrelatable concepts, stipulative and programmatic 
definitions, and slogans is well recognized (Scheffler I960). The use 
of a paradigm with a related functionally based category system 
should do much to remedy this situation. It should provide: (1) a basis 
for identifying thoBe instructionally meaningful and significant terms which 
are currently evident in the literature; and (2) a basis for a theoretical 
network within which subsequent scientific terminology could be evolved. 
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The prime examples of the point being made here are the terms 
"curriculum" and "instruction" themselves. It is generally t 

recognized that there is as yet no agreement as to the referential 
nature of these phenomena, and that the scientific definition of these 
terms remains an illusion. In its place, the enterprise has had to be 
satisfied with the sort of general descriptive statements which identify curricula 
as: "the total of all the learning experiences of a learner under the 
direction of the school. " 

While such definitions may be marginally useful for communication 
on the layman's level, they are hardly on a par with the sorts of definitions 
employed by the physicist or chemist for equally abstract phenomena. 

Such definitions are neither embedded in theoretical structures, nor 
do they provide any basis for developing subsequent theoretical 
formulations. 

On the other hand, suppose instruction was to be defined • using 
recognized technological systems concepts as: "an idiosyncratic, 
empirical, and information- processing system in which the curriculum 
is the monitor"*, and then a curriculum was subsequently defined as: 

"an idiosyncratic, symbolic, and information-processing system for 
the descriptive control of instruction. " Such definitions are now not 
only embedded in an extensive network of systems theory, but provide, 
in themselves, a basis for developing more specific theoretical

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structures, and for inferring theoretically based instrumental strategies 
and tactics. While the meaning and significance of such definitions may well b 
questioned, at least, they have been extracted from the social milieu; 
their vagueness and ambiguity have been restricted; and sets of connections 
have been established between the two concepts, and between themselves and 
the real world. Such conditional scientific definitions surely provide a 
much better basis for communication, theorizing, and instrumentation than 
do many of the nonscientific definitions currently in use. 

4. Technological paradigms such as the one outlined above perform 
an important identifying and ordering function for the monographer as well 
as for those concerned directly with the manipulation of empirical 
sensory data and the generating of theoretical structures. In primitive 
fields of study, such as instruction, the monographer appears to perform 
a particularly important function in gathering together the literature 

of the field and ordering it in a meaningful way. 

1 

While many of the monographs" in the field of curriculum and 
instruction have proved useful in organizing the field along a number 
of dimensions, they have not proved to be particularly valuable sources^ 
of design data. Many monographs have made no pretense of providing a 
handbook function for their readers. Others purport to provide this 
function, but by the admission of their authors, provide only the most

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simplistic, fragmented, and often subjective view of die task. It seems 
clear, however, that if design handbooks are ever to perform as 
crucial role in instructional technology as they do in other technological 
fields, they must be based on just such integrative and eclectic studies. 

Again, the use of a technological design paradigm would help to 
ensure internal consistency in such studies and handbooks, by drawing 
the writer’ s attention to the many hierarchically related input, output, 
and process relationships which must be accounted for. 

5. Finally, the adoption of such a rationale by the instructional 
enterprise would have important implications for identifying the areas 
of related professional and institutional responsibility. Instructional 
design, like other complex design tasks, is clearly an interdisciplinary 
enterprise. As the engineering and medical enterprises must work m 
well organized design teams, so must the instructional enterprise. 

Clearly, those capabilities required to develop predesign 
specifications, are not those required for the preparation of design, 
operational, and/or operations specifications. A careful examination 
of the substantive content of each such specification provides an 
important source of inferences as to the membership required in such 
an interdisciplinary design team. It seems evident, for example, that the 
predesign stage requires the services of philosophers, economists, 
and those who have a feel for the general demands and capabilities of 
a complex society. The design specification, on the other hand, 

requires the services of subject matter specialists, psycho-and bm- 

technologists, and human factors engineers. Operational specifications 
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require the capabilities of communications and media experts, while 
operations specifications require the capabilities of experienced 
teachers and administrators and those skilled in operations engineering 

techniques. 

Closely related to the task of identifying the professional 
responsibilities for instructional design is the task of identifying the 
institutional responsibilities involved. The fact that the field of 
instruction has been slow to produce the range of agencies charged with 
responsibility for invention, development, and implementation, which 
are characteristic of the fields of engineering and medicine is the case 
in point. The crucial importance of the parallel development of scientific 
and technological interdisciplinary teams in the field of instruction has 
been well documented by a number of writers. 1 Paradigms 
such as the one outlined here would appear to provide as valuable a basis 
for institutional organization in instruction, as they do- in the fields of 
engineering and medicine. 

In summary, the argument has been that the primary goal and 
obligation of the Instructional enterprise is to identify what ought to be 
taught and then to set about the task of developing (he necessary methods 
and techniques for doing it. Given this notion of the basic technological 
nature of instructional goals, it appears that the instructional enterprise 
should give prerequisite attention to developing related technological modes 
of functioning. Current literature in the field of engineering technology

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suggests that technologist make design decisions in at least four discrete 
yet mutually supporting and interrelated categories. These categories of 
functioning have been identified as: predesign, design, operational, and, 
operations decision making. 

I have attempted to demonstrate that these design categories do have 
meaning and significance in the field of instructional design, and that 
collectively, they provide a reasonable approach to the problem of 
providing a useful analytical definition of curricula as comprehensive 

technological specifications for instruction. 

Finally, I have suggested that in addition to the implications of a 
technological design paradigm for defining such terms as curriculum and 
instruction, such paradigms also provide the basis for a powerful 
functionally based category system: for identifying and ordering design 
parameters and criteria., for organizing the literature of the field which 
is relevant to the task of instructional design, and for identifying 
areas of professional and institutional responsibility. 

In conclusion, I believe that the most important implication of 
such a technological rationale and paradigm lies in their potential for 
pragmatic pay-off. By directing the theorist's attention to the development 
of technologically oriented conceptual structures, the enterprise is 
assured of the probability of immediate improvement in the power of its 
strategies. It is similarly assured of increasingly more powerful 
strategies through the development of a sound, technologically based, 
network of theory. The position is not one that sacrifices means for 
ends, but rather one which focuses instead on the prerequisite nature 
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of the theoretical means required. The adoption of such a theoretical 
position appears to put the prerequisite emphasis where it belongs, i. e. , on 
the iaentifying,ordering, and interpreting of real world contingencies, 

and on the subsequent development of powerful technological forecasts 
for their control. It is with data such as these that technologically 
powerful handbooks are composed. Such handbooks may also include the

results of more scientific studies. However, primitive i 

technologies such as instruction are by no means dependent on such scientific 

data anymore than was the success of Roman bridge building. '
